Atomic Energy 
The Greek word used for “founda- 
tion” of the world comes from “kata- 
bolee” (Gr.) meaning a casting down, 
or a laying down. How are we to un- 
derstand this? If an actual founda- 
tion is here meant, as certainly it is, 
whether it refers to material or spiri- 
tual things, we at once have the secret 
of atomic energy. It means this “foun- 
dation” was constituted from things of 
a heavenly nature and principle. Cer- 
tainly if there was no foundation prior 
to the time of this “casting down,” we 
can understand but one thing, and 
that is that the material world was 
made of substance from above and 
therefore heavenly in origin and na- 
ture. Everything about us is made up 
of potency and powerful energies in 
the form of gasses, etc., agreeable to 
what is termed the material world; 
but all this originally came from above 
and was related to the heavenly mat- 
ter in its likeness. 
= = 
The Created Earth 
Turning to the Hebrew word “boro,” 
which is translated in Gen. 1:1 
“create,” we find exactly the same idea 
and principle. “Boro” means (1) to cut, 
to carve out, to form by cutting, etc.; 
(2) to create, to produce, to make 
smooth, to polish, hence to fashion. 
The first definition refers to produc- 
tion of an article from an already ex- 
isting substance. However, the second 
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definition takes into account produc- 
tion by creation. Therefore, if “in the 
beginning God created (“boro, Heb.) 
the heavens and the earth,” we apply 
the first definition of the verb “boro”; 
the creation was a fashioning from a 
former substance, and as there had 
been no fall at that time, the creation 
referred to here would have to be as 
referred to in a creation (Gr., “katabo- 
lee”) out of already existing substance 
which could have been alone of ma- 
terials of an heavenly like nature. An 
unfallen God in an unfallen universe 
could have, if we apply the second def- 
inition of the Hebrew verb “boro,” 
translated “create,” created alone by 
bringing into shape or appearance the 
heavens and the earth out of a sub- 
stance in nature like unto Himself. 
Science of the second phase, as it deals 
with the material world, finds that the 
material world is all the more closely 
related to science of the first phase 
or of the spirit world. The material 
world exists solely because of the spir- 
itual world; therefore, when the plan 
of redemption is completed the 
earth will be filled with the knowledge 
and the glory of God and there shall 
be no more curse in it. Rev. 21:4, 5. The 
creative ingenuity and almightiness of 
God is revealed in each discovery that 
science makes. 
= 
Persecution in Mexico 

A press report in the New York 
Times for September 5 informs us that 
American and Mexican liberals have 
been startled by a call to “a crusade as 
in the Middle Ages” against “Protes- 
tant penetration,” issued by Catholic 
Archbishop Luis Martinez. Once again 
the miserable terror of religious per- 
secution raises its deadly hand in the 
Republic to the south of us. In six 
weeks, eight cases of attacks on Prot- 
estants by Catholic fanatics have been 
reported in scattered parts of the 
country. In each attack, anti-Protes- 
tantism was linked to anti-American- 
ism. At least one fatality has been re- 
ported as a result of the attacks, in 
which members of the various Protes- 
tant sects have been beaten. Homes 
and churches have been burned and 
Protestants have been warned to move 
elsewhere. Religious and national Fas- 
cism join hands in Mexico. 








Mordecai in Berlin 
Seigmund Weltinger, Jewish banker, 
has been appointed to the City Coun- 


cil of Berlin. Like Mordecai, he =) 


been elevated over Naaman-Hitle™ 
He will represent the 6,000 Jews still 
remaining in Berlin. There were 180,- 
000 in Berlin before Hitler came to 
power. 

Complete reports on the number of 
Jews left in Germany are not avail- 
able, Weltinger said in an interview, 
but he estimated that only 20,000 re- 
main out of a former total of 540,00 
Of the more than 100,000 Berlin Je 
herded into concentration camps, only 
1,400 survived. Fifty thousand saved 
their lives by flight, but more than 
20,000 died under the Nazi terror. 

He revealed that 60 per cent of all 
Jews still in Germany are married to 
non-Jews and that about 3,400 of the 
surviving Jews in Berlin owe their 
lives to having contracted mixed mar- 
riages.

Light on the Crucifixion 

Missionary Magazine states that, 
“Fresh light on the crucifixion is be- 
lieved to be thrown in Hebrew and 
Greek inscriptions found on stone os- 
suaries (receptacles for bones) in an 
ancient cave-tomb about a mile south 
of Jerusalem. The inscriptions, dating 
from the First Century, A. D., are said 
to be lamentations by Jewish disciples 
on the martyrdom of Christ on the 
Cross. Symbols, in addition to the in- 
scriptions, university archeologists 
said, confirmed the authenticity of 
the object and identified it with the 
beginning of the Christian era.”

In American history the name “Pil- 
grims” is applied to the earliest set- 
tlers in the Colony of Plymouth, Mas- 
sachusetts, and its more specific ap- 
plication is to the first immigrants 
who sailed on the MAYFLOWER in 
1620. They were from the beginning 
separatists from the Church of Eng- 
land. They had established independ- 
ent (congregational) Churches of 
Scrooby and Gainsborough early in 
the Seventeenth Century; some of 
them had fled to Amsterdam in 1608 
to avoid persecution, and had re- 
moved to Leaydon in the following 
year. They sailed from Delftshaven 
late in July, 1620; from South Hamp- 
ton on August 5, from Plymouth on 
September 6, and late in December, 
1620, founded the Colony of Plymouth, 
Massachusetts. These early Chris- 
tians, who had the courage to stand 
for their honest convictions, were 
forced out of their beloved land, Eng- 
land, to seek a country where they 
might enjoy the freedom of the wor-

ship of God according to the dictates 
of their own consciences. 

After these early settlers had 
braved the hardships and long await- 
ed the time of harvest, which harvest 
yielded quite plenteously, they 
thought it only in keeping with their 
unwavering faith that a day should 
be set apart for the purpose of con- 
gregating in their humble log church- 
es to offer thanks to God and to wor- 
ship Him for His tender care and pro- 
vision. This day of thanksgiving was 
recognized after its inauguration by 
the Pilgrim Fathers, year after year. 

In the United States, the last 
Thursday in November is annually set 
apart for thanksgiving, by proclama- 
tion of the President and the govern- 
ors of the various states. The day is 
observed with religious services in 
churches, and especially in New Eng- 
land, as an occasion for family re- 
union. Its first establishment at Ply-

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SA NCTIFICA TION 


Romans 5:2, “By one man sin en- 
tered into the world, and death by 
sin.” 

Sin here is an abstract noun, and 
means an attribute of Satan, and not 
Satan himself. Satan did not enter 
the world by man, but sin did enter 
by man, and that man was Adam. 
Sin did not have its origin in Adam, 
but it did have its origin in Satan, 
and entered the world through Adam. 

It is true that the people of today 
get the sin principle through the laws 
of heredity from their parents, but the 
FIRST PARENTS got their sin prin- 
ciple from Satan. 

There are those who say that a 
child of God cannot have any of the 
attributes of Satan in him. But it is 
easy to look around you, at the people 
with whom you are acquainted, and 
see many sinners who have many of 
the attributes of God in them. Gen- 
tleness, goodness, love, trust, etc., are 
the attributes of God, and many sin- 
ners have them. So if sinners can 
have the attributes of God, then why 
not a Christian have some of the 
attributes of Satan? I only mention 
this to show you the possibility of it. 
But since it is God’s will for us to be 
sanctified, I hasten to say that Jesus 
came to condemn this sin in the flesh, 
and died to PURGE IT OUT with His 
blood. 1 Thess. 4:3; Romans 8:3; 
Hebrews 13:12. 

PURIFY 

Purify means to rid of foreign 
matter. Foreign matter, so far as 
man is concerned, is anything that 
comes from Satan. Anything and 
everything that God did not create 
in man, or which man has derived 
from his contact with Satan, is 
foreign to man. It is also foreign to 
God, and it is foreign to God’s will 
concerning man. It is this foreign 
matter that sanctification removes. 

PURIFY appears the first seven 
times in the Scripture in the following 
places: Num. 19:12 (it appears twice 
here) ; 19:19; 19:20; 31:19; 31:20; Job 
41:25. In each of these seven instances 
“purify” means to wash; to purge 
away; a filth that one has contracted 
through contact with a dead body, or 
some other unclean thing. 

Through our association with Satan, 
and through the death of Adam, we 
are contaminated with the attributes 
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Ervin E. Coleman

(ARTICLE 3) 


of Satan. This contamination is 
foreign matter to man, and through 
the blood of Jesus one is washed free 
from this pollution. One can say that 
he is pure ONLY after he has been 
sanctified. 

Jesus said, “Blessed are the PURE 
in HEART for they shall see God.” 
“Pure” here means a state of purity 
that one reaches after one is puri- 
fied by the blood of Jesus. This is 
SANCTIFICATION!!! 

In Isa. 66:17 God promises to de- 
stroy those who try to sanctify them- 
selves by some unholy method which 
God has not ordained.The word used 
here means to make, or to be holy; 
uncontaminated; clean; pure; inno- 
cent, etc. It has more to do with heart 
purity and inner cleansing than it 
does with outer washings. 


Purity appears last in the Old Testa- 
ment in Mal. 3:3, “And he shall pur- 
ify the sons of Levi, and purge them 
as gold and silver, that they may offer 
unto the Lord an offering in right- 
eousness.” This has reference to the 
time when Jesus will return to earth 
and purify the Jewish priesthood 
through sanctification, just as we are 
purified today. The word here means 
heart purity. 

During the time of the law of Moses, 
before Jesus died, the priests could 
not offer an offering in righteousness, 
because they were not clean them- 
selves and could not be cleansed by 
their offerings. Then they rejected 
Jesus, but when the great tribulation 
drives them back to God they will ac- 
cept Jesus and He will PURIFY THE 
SONS OF LEVI. 

Titus 2:14, “Who gave himself for 
us, that he might redeem us from all 
iniquity, and purify unto himself a 
peculiar people, zealous of good 
works.” Purify here means to make 
holy; to purge; to cleanse. It refers 
directly to inner cleansing of the heart, 
or sanctification. It signifies the re- 
moval of all foreign matter from the 
heart. 

“Purify” is found the last time in 
the New Testament in James 4:8, 
“Cleanse your hands, ye sinners; and 


PURIFY YOUR HEARTS, ye double- 
minded.” 

Please notice that the first call 
comes to the sinner. “Cleanse your 
hands, ye sinners.” This means that 
one has to quit the sinning business in 
order to receive the blessings of God 


and become a child of God. Then AF- 


TER they have cleansed _ their 
hands and have quit sinning and been 
born of God, comes the call for them 
to PURIFY THEIR HEARTS. This 
verb PURIFY used here is derived 
from the Greek noun “hagnos,” which 
means perfect; chaste; clean; pure. 
This also means inner cleansing of 
the heart, or the experience of SANC- 
TIFICATION. 

Notice that the person who needs 
this purifying experience, even 
though he is a child of God, IS STILL 
DOUBLEMINDED. The Greek word 
here for “doubleminded” is an ab- 
stract noun meaning literally two- 
spirited. One of these spirits is the 
one that man receives from Satan 
through Adam; it is foreign matter 
to man, and must be removed before 
man can say he is sanctified. The 
other spirit is the one God gave man 
when He created him, and that spirit 
can be sanctified, and is sanctified 
when the spirit of Satan is removed. 

Acts 15:9, “And put no difference 
between us and them, purifying their 
hearts by faith.” This was spoken 
concerning the Gentiles, and the 
thought you should notice is that 
their HEARTS WERE PURIFIED. 
This refers to sanctification. 

These scriptures leave no room for 
spiritual growth that can be called 
sanctification. It is true that there 
should be, and must be, a_ spiritual 
growth. But this growth is not sanc- 
tification. 

PRACTICAL SANCTIFICATION IS 
PROGRESSIVE, but THE EXPERI- 
ENCE OF SANCTIFICATION IS 
SOMETHING that TAKES PLACE 
INSTANTLY in the HEART OF THE 
BELIEVER as soon as he, or she, 
brings forth enough fruit to justify 
God in PURGING them. John 15:2. 

There must be a spiritual growth 
BEFORE one can be sanctified. But 
this growth is not to be confused with 
sanctification. This growth is bringing 
forth fruit; walking in the light;

abiding in the vine, and all this is 
necessary BEFORE one can be sanc- 

tified. 

Then after one is sanctified, he will 
have to conform to the standards of a 
holy and consistent life, if he remains 
sanctified. This daily applying the 
laws of holiness to one’s conduct is 
sometimes called PROGRESSIVE 
sanctification. Probably this does no 
harm to the doctrine of sanctification, 
but it is IMPOSSIBLE for one to be 
guided by the laws and standards of 
sanctification BEFORE one has been 
PURGED or sanctified. 

So we conclude that the experience 
of sanctification is instantaneous, but 
the part one is to practice is progres- 
sive.

harvest in 1621; the Massachusetts 
Bay Colony, for the first time, in 1630, 
and frequently thereafter until about 
1680, when it became an annual festi- 
val in that colony; Connecticut, as 
early as 1639, and annually after 1647, 
except in 1675. The Dutch at New 
Netherlands appointed a day for giv- 
ing thanks in 1644 and occasionally 
thereafter. During the Revolutionary 
War, Congress appointed one or more 
Thanksgiving Days each year, except 
in 1777. President Washington ap- 
pointed a day of thanksgiving, Thurs- 
day, November 26, in 1789, and ap- 
pointed another in 1795. President 
Madison, in response to resolutions of 
Congress, set aside a day of thanks- 
giving at the close of the War of 1812. 
By 1858, proclamations appointing a 
day of thanksgiving were issued by 
governors of twenty-five states and 
two territories. President Lincoln ap- 
pointed the last Thursday of Novem- 
ber in 1864 and each president has 
followed his example thereafter, with 
the exception of the late President 
Roosevelt. It is our sincere hope that 
we can maintain this day of thanks- 
giving as appointed by President Lin- 
coln. 

The word “thanksgiving” carries 
more in this respect than many ap- 
parently realize. It is an act of ren- 
dering thanks, especially to God; a 
prayer expressing gratitude; a special 
acknowledgment or celebration of 
divine goodness; and Thanksgiving 
Day is a day dedicated for all people 
of our country to congregate in their 
respective churches to give thanks to 
God for His unmerited favor. This of 
course, is to be coupled with our 
hearts lifted to Him in prayer. 

We cannot begin to enumerate the 
many favors and goodnesses from 
God that has been bestowed upon us, 
especially when we can now realize 
that the worst world conflict in the 
history of all civilization has come to 
an end. Our boys are returning 
home by the thousands. However, 
we well realize there are thousands 
who will never come back. Many rest 
in peace somewhere on foreign land 
beneath the South Sea sands.
